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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restriction 

1. Applicant's election of Group I, corresponding to claims 1-8, 10, and 11, without 
traverse, is hereby acknowledged. 



2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CAR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103© 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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3. Claims 1-8, 10, and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) over Forbes et al. (PCT 
International Publication Number WO 93/18026) (September 16, 1993) over Hoekstra et al. 
(U.S. Patent 6,017,890) (January 25, 2000). 

Forbes et al teach a compound of the formula (I) with all the limitations of claims 1 -8 but 
devoid of Al and A2, which are D- or L- amino acids selected from arginine, serine, leucine or 
phenyl alanine. (Abstract and page 1, lines 25-30, and page 2, line 1 to page 14, line 23). 

Forbes et al also teach a pharmaceutically acceptable salts thereof (Abstract and claims 
33, 36 and 37). 

Forbes et al do not teach a compound with Al and A2, which are D- or L- amino acids 
selected from arginine, serine, leucine or phenyl alanine. 

Hoekstra et al. teach a compound with Al and A2, which are D- or L- amino acids 
selected from arginine, serine, leucine or phenyl alanine (Column 1, lines 8-35 and Claim 1). 

It would have been prima facie obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to combine and substitute the Al and A2, which are D- or L- amino 
acids selected from arginine, serine, leucine or phenyl alanine of Hoekstra et al. in the compound 
of the formula (I) with all the limitations of claims 1-8 but devoid of Al and A2, which are D- or 
L- amino acids selected from arginine, serine, leucine or phenyl alanine of Forbes et al. since 
Hoekstra et al. states, "Hence, antagonists of the thrombin receptor based on SFLLRN are useful 
in antagonizing these protease-activated receptors and as such may be used to treat platelet 
mediated thrombotic disorders such as myocardial infarction, stroke, restenosis, angina,

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atherosclerosis, and ischemic attacks by virtue of their ability to prevent platelet aggregation 
(Column 1, lines 29-35)." An ordinary practitioner would have been motivated to combine and 
substitute the Al and A2, which are D- or L- amino acids selected from arginine, serine, leucine 
or phenyl alanine of Hoekstra et al. in the compound of the formula (I) with all the limitations of 
claims 1-8 but devoid of Al and A2, which are D- or L- amino acids selected from arginine, 
serine, leucine or phenyl alanine of Forbes et al. in order to achieve the express advantages, as 
noted by Hoekstra et al, of antagonists of the thrombin receptor based on SFLLRN which are 
useful in antagonizing these protease-activated receptors and as such may be used to treat platelet 
mediated thrombotic disorders such as myocardial infarction, stroke, restenosis, angina, 
atherosclerosis, and ischemic attacks by virtue of their ability to prevent platelet aggregation.
